Gathering of Democratic Delegates 


at Saratoga

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept 14.—Late in 


the afternoon tho slate majois gave 
out the following us the moat probable 
ticket which would be placed in nom- 
ination: Roswell P. Flower, for gov- 
ernor, for lie u ton ant-govern or, \Vm F. 
Sheehan; for secretary of state, Prank 
Rice (renorainafcion); for treasurer, El- 
liott T Danforth (renoroinaUon); for 
comptroller, Frank Campbell; for at- 
torney-general, Simon \V. Rosendale; 
for engineer and surveyor, M artin 
Schenck. • 


Mr Norman E. Mack, of the Buffalo 


Times, summarized tho Erie county 
contest briefly to a correspondent of 


e United Press this afternoon. "The 
ntest," he said, "grows out of an old 


pledge made by Sheehan to Sclieu. 
They were both candidates for state 
committeemun in the last contest, and 
Scheu withdrew in favor of Slieehan 
on Sheehan's agreement tliat he would 
support htm this year. Sheehan has 
become a big politician in the mean- 
time, and ono of Hill's men. Hill calls 
on him to deliver his state committee-

The Erie contest In tho delegates on 


the way to Saratoga this morning dis* 
cussed the advisability of calling1 an- 
other convention in case the Hill men 
refused to recognize tho contestants. 
They have been saying this afteinoon 
that with the Cleveland men in the con* 
ventlon who -will come out if sum- 
moned they can organize a convention 
of more than 350 and nominate Chapin 
after the regular convention refuses to 
compromise with them.

SARATOGA, N. Y,, Sept 14 —There is 


no doubt of the nomination of Flower 
for governor on the first ballot. D. J. 
Griffin, who is Mr. Flower's personal 
representative, said to a correspondent of 
the United Press this evening that Mr 
Flower would have every vote on the 
first ballot except the thirty-six from 
Kings county. Mr. Griffin puts no faith 
in the talk of a second convention. He 
says it is a "bluff." "When men arc 
beaten, they must take their medicine" 
he said. 


The Chapin men would like to see a 


second convention organized. They 
were feeling1 very blue this morning-. 
No one outside Chapin's headquarters 
would talk any one but Flower. 


Hugh MoLanghlin, the leader of the 


Kings county delegation, who hod come 
to tho convention for the first time in 
years to give a personal supervision to 
Mr. Chaplin's campaign, was especially 
disgruntled. The Chapin men gained 
some spirits whoa the King's county 
democratic club, 700 strong, marched 
down Broadway, five abreast, headed 
"by a big band and wheeled into the 
Grand Union hotel. The arrival of 
this delegation of Chapln-ahouters did 
not give them any new courage or de- 
ceive them about the prospects; but it 
gave them company in their miserable 
condition and waa very welcome. 


It was 5 o'clock when the King's 


county people came in. 
Tammany 


Hall had sent 400 braves, who arrived 
on tnreei special trains at odd hours. 
They made no demonatration -when 


they came in, but taey filled the hotel 
corridors with the brilliance of their 
crimson badges with "Tammany Hall1' 
outlined on them in metal script The 
Albany phalanx, 100 strong, followed 
the King's county delegation. It pre- 
presented the gaudiest appearance of 
any of the visiting organizations. 


The New York county democracy 


came in about 0 o'clock bringing 300 
men and n brass band It was noted 
by old timers that there were more 
people gathered together in Saratoga 
this-evening- than had ever been in at- 
tendance on a democratic convention 
before, and the enthusiasm was none 
the less because the principal work o' 
the convention seemed to have been 
outlined clearly in advance. 


It was announced this evening that 


even the idea of holding a night session 
to-morrow to go on with the business 
had been abandoned, and when ten> 
porary organisation shall have been 
completed and the committees ap- 
pointed

would adjourn until 9 o'clock Wednes- 
day moiumg This is the progi amine 
to-night.

Tbe Superiority of Nickel Plate 


for Armor Tested. 


CAPT. ANDREWS ADD HIS LITTLE DORY 


Department Nofss—Death of a Well- 


Known Character—Approved by the 


Treasury Department as Ample— 


A Satiafactory Test of Guns. 


Tha Superiority of Nickel Plate tor Fro- 
Motive Armor. 


ASHmnioN, Sept. 15.—The navy 


department on Saturday last made an- 
other experiment of the relative resist- 
ance capacity of nickel for protective 
deck armor. 
A six-ineli projectile 


weighing' 100 povuids was fired against 
two targets, one composed of two one- 
nnd-a-hnlf inch all-steel plates and the 
other of two one-and-a-half inch ulckel- 
steel plates. In tho round against niolc- 
el-steel plate the projectile was given a 
velocity of about 100 feet greater than 
all-steel,piving a striking force of nearly 
300 tens greater than against the all- 
steel plate. The result showed very 
clearly tho superior quality of the 
nickel-steel as the all-steel target was 
perforated, 
the 
projectile 
passing 


through both plates, two feet of oak 
and eight feet of earth hacking. The 
projectile flre against the niakei-steel 
glanced off the upper plate. It made a 
smull crack five inches long and an in- 
dentation about five innhes deep The 
projectile was shattered into small 
fragments. 


Capt. Andrew! and His Dory. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Thestatede- 


partment has received a letter from the 
United States consul at Antwerp giv- 
ing an account of the rescue of Capt. 
Andrews, of Boston, who attempted to 
cross the Atlantic in the dory Mermaid, 
by the British steamer Elbruse on Au- 
gust 23. The consul reports that Oapt. 
Andrews encountered bad weather and 
a series of misfortunes and was in great 
distress when picked up and relieved by 
the steamer. Consul Stewart says tho 
captain and his boat are now in good 
condition and will leave in a day or two 
for London The boat is being exhib- 
ited at Antwerp for a charitable pur- 
pose and is attracting much attention.

Death of a WeU-Known Character. 
WASHINOTON, Sept. 15 —Henry Cole- 


man, colored, a messenger at the door 
of the attorney-general's oiBce, died to- 
day, aged 80 years. Prior to 1860, Cole- 
man purchased his freedom, and after- 
wards the freedom of his wife. Ue had 
been messenger at the door of the at- 
torney-general's office for twenty-six 
years, and probably knew more public 
men at the time of his death than any 
man in the United States. ^

It is not necessary, however, for the 


money to be under government control, 
na the German emperor desires it to be.

A small sum, so 
small that it would not be missed, could 
be put away every year, the person be 
ginning when Bret starting in a trade, 
business or profession in yonth. 


There need be no army of officers to 


feed ont ot the assessments and no cost- 
ly buildings to maintain. Managed on 
the plan ot the buildings and loan ass 
eolations that have proved snob a benefit 
to working people, these mutual insur- 
ance societies would provide a fund for 
the old age of all their members. Teach 
era in some of the large cities have start- 
ed such mutual insurances societies. 
Other trades and profession can do the 
same From the funds accumulated by 
the moderate yearly assessments will be 
provided modest income to maintain in 
comfort all who are retired at a given age 
and all who are temporarily disabled by 
illnees. ^

Springfield All Torn Up Over 


Angel Food and Jelly. 


At the Sangamou County Fair a piano 


•was offered aa a premium (or the bast 
jelly oake. The premium was awarded 
to Mrs. Samuel Willitt Jt, whose cake 
was built ot alternate layate ot angel 
food and jelly 


As soon as .the award waa mode a ma- 


jority ot the 600 other ladies who com- 
peted for the piano prize rose up as one 
woman and disputed tbe correctness ot 
the award on the gronnd that a cake 
composed of angel food and jelly in alter- 
nate layers is not a jelly cake. 


This being an overt act, war was at 


once recognized te reigning supreme, A 
protest has been filed with the fair 
directors, signed by a number of women 
who competed tor the piano, alleging 
that tbe Willett cake was not construct- 
ed in accordance with the receipts pre- 
scribed by the standard cook-books and 
ought not to be recognized as a jelly 
cake 


The fair directors recognize the fact 


that they are likely to be called npon to 
decide the controversy and are avoiding 
it by holding no meetings, and m the 
meantime, to divert attention from them- 
selves as adjudicators, claim that it 19 not 
within their duties to take up a matter 
of this kind unless fraud is charged, and 
as no such charge has been made there 
is nothing for them to consider 


Mrs Lotus Niles, one of the contest- 


ants, has been interviewed and she says 


It seems the ladies competing for the 


prize, with but one exception, recomzed 
only the old established butter cake ot 
so many years' use And this innovation, 
which I presume is an improvement in a 
health point of view, quite startled the 
ladies as well as disappointed them 
The} had, with one idea as to method, 
creamed the butter and sugar, and each 
willing to leave bar effort for the commit- 
tee to decide, when lol and behold, the 
beautiful angel food as the layer cake 
took the prize, and the old recipe woe 
passed over that had been their delight 
for years and had won for them many 
premiums This w a something more 
than could be gracefully and easily en- 
dured without protest I signed the 
paper to express my interpretation of 
jelly cake, as I thought it to be a nec- 
essity at this time ot agitation to have 
the matter settled by the board before 
the premium list is made for the next 
fair, else more diflioulties and nnpleBBant 
ness will arise. It is plain to be seen 
that angel food would make a lovely 
chocolate cake, and, m fact, for all layer 
cakes. Then, too, would it not compete 
with white cake ? It makes a very white 
cake 
Only let it be denned and under- 


stood, so all may work and compete in- 
telligently and harmoniously, not for 
themsehes alone bat for the success and 
growth of the fair. 


In the meantime Mre Willett has 


written to Delmomco, of New York, and 
bus received a reply in which that great 
caterer gives it as his opinion that "as 
various kinds of cake are made in layers 
with j*0ly between and called elly oake, 
angel food so made can be called jelly 
oake," but adds that jelly oake ee a rule 
is made with butter and eggs, so that 
Delmomoo's decision is something of a 
medley itself it too is put up in layers 
and determines nothing, so that at the 
present writing it e jelly onke war at the 
capital is not near a settlement, and the 
otherwise downtrodden husbands of San- 
gamon county have jelly oake morning, 
noon oud evening, and m many cases it
